The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was'made. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Perry in 

view of Herman. 

Perry teaches a spa having a shell 12 for holding water, an outer wall 14 
disclosed as a cabinet and the operating equipment shown there between as seen in 
Figs 2 and 4. Lacking is an in-ground capability. This is taught by Herman where in Fig 
2 "reinforcing means" 230 is shown between an inner shell 21 1 and a surrounding shell 
240. To provide this means in Perry would have been obvious to the ordinary artisan as 
same in taught in an identical art environment. 

Claim 18 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Craig et al. Loyd and O'Brien show other spa containers with inner and outer 

walls.
